Tnere is every reason to fear that Prof. 
Washington Donaldson and his hapless compan- 
ion, Mr. Grimwood, of the Journal, perished m 
the hurricane of Thursday night. Had the bal- 
loon been in its most proper trim, that ruthless 
tempest would have sorely tried its stanchness. 
But if, as there is abundant reason to suspect, 
the machine wasin no fit condition to brave 
even the lesser hazards of a trip across Lake 
Michigan, the hope that Donaldson and his 
guest reached solid ground in safety seems only 
too d 

The departure of the balloon was full of evil 
angury. An attempt has already been made in 
Tux Tarsune to describe the orderless and tu- 
multuous manper of its ascension. A frail bag 
of cheap cotton, barnessed by wreaths of old 
cordage to a crazy wicker basket, there were no 
signs of care or precaution in the process of 
making ready. On the contrary, half a dozen 
indifferent fellows in the Hippodrome service 
hung to it in a listless way, and the aeronaut 
himself paid so little regard to the swelling 
globe that one might have been excused for sup- 
posing that he had no concern with it whatever. 
It vas impossible to avoid noticing 

THE RENTS AND PATCHES, 

some of them very clumsily repaired, which dis- 
figured what should otherwise have been its un- 
broken contour. The ropes by which the car 
was attached were knotted, spliced, and tangled 
in a fashion more indicative of hurry and econ- 
omy than of a proper regard for the safety of 
the Professor and his companions. Altogether, 
the balloon wore aa air of shabbiness and debil- 
ity, not to have detected which, in the light of 
present evillence, seems unaccountable. 

That Mr. Barnum's agents had left the man- 
agement of the ascent to Donaldson was very 
plain. Nobody else but the Professor and a 
noisy fellow in gray took the trouble to keep an 
unusually audacious mob from ravishing the 
whole affair. The police showed more interest 
inthe balloon than in the riot and disorder of 
the crowd. Every officer had a cigar in bis 
mouth, and when a humorist in the front rank 
of the audience held a brisk and facetious 

CONVERSATION WITH A PICKPOOCKET, 
touching the likely result of an experiment upon 
the former’s person. nobody laughed more heart- 
ily, or showed a more delicate sense of the fun 
of the situation, than a big Constable, who, both 
hands in his pockets, punctuated the thief’s 
rejoinders with a series of winks. 

Donaldson was evidently very nervous about 
the start. He whistled vacantly to himself, and 
took frequent observations of the wind and the 
promise of the sky. Sunburnt, dusty, and rest- 
less, he formed a picturesque contrast with the 
apathetic canvasmen who kept the balloon to its 


»moorings. The two reporters who entered the

WHAT PROF. STEINER SAYS. 
BY A STRANGE COINCIDENCE, 
as Donaldson and Grimwood were speeding to 
their doom, Prof. Steiner, an experienced and 
scientific aeroneut, who made several ascents 
during the War, for military purposes, was com- 
ing down the lake from Milwaukee in a steamer. 
When he heard, yesterday morning, of the de- 
parture of the two voyagers, and the direction 
they had taken, he at once expressed his appre- 
hension for their safety. A Tam reporter 
was intrusted with the delicate responsibility of 
extracting his opinion as an expert, and the Pro- 
fessor discoursed as follows: 
THE BALLOON. 

Wash Donaldson had his balloon made for him 
in New York. It was new this spring, in fact, I 
believe it was made in April. It was taken to 
Philadelphia before it was finished, and that is 
where I saw it for the first time. He had made 
ten or eleven ascensions in it before that of 
yesterday, and the bag had been subjecied toa 
good deal of hard usage. It Was torn several 
times, and it had lots of patches. In some places 
there were ridges in it where the raw edges of a 
tear had just been stitched together, instead 
of baying a new piece put in under 
the seam to strengthen it. It was 
a good enough balloon for one or two ascensions, 
but a very inferior one to use in the neighbor- 
hood of these lakes. Why, it would take the 
very best China silk to stand thai racket. 

DONALDSON. 

Wash began life as a showman, and was a very 
good one. He took to ballooning aboat fonr 
years ago. I first made his acquaintance in 15/. 
in Amsterdam, New York State. He wanted me to 
help him out wilha Montgolfier amoke balioon. 
I told him that 1 did not want to bave anything 
to do with such a hazardous undertaking. I saw 
at once that, though he possessed iots of courage, 
he had no scientific knowledge. 

Since he has been in the business he has made, 
I belkeve, 136 ascensions. He has taken up 
more passengers and made more ascensions in a 
given period than any other seronaut. His 
courage is unquestionable, and he has quite a 
practical acquaintance with balloons; but he 
has no theoretical knowledge,—none, whatever. 

HE COMPLAINED 

that he had no chance to do what he onght with 
his balloons. He had no opportunities to clean 
them or air them. Gas rots a balloon very 
quick. It has get to be aired after every ascension 
to get rid of the sulphar and the ammonacal 
vapors. Donaldson's balloon was never puritied 
in that manner. Besides, it got a good deal of 
rough traveling around. ash com- 
plamed the canvasmen used to trample on 
it aod walk over it. 

I advised him before he made an ascension 
near the lake to have his car made water tight 
by covering it with canvas. He wanted to have 
it done, and proposed to take it to a sail-loft, 
but theylaughed him out of it, and said [ wanted 
to scare him. ards he went at bis own 
expense and got the car covered with a couple of 
piano-covers. The canvas would only have cost 
eight or nine und the . 
floated for a month. 

When Donaldson went up Thursday the bal- 
loon must bave lost a great deal of its carryin 
power from standing filled for two days. 
would never have risked taking any but a bal- 
loon just tilled over the lake.

when it is allowed to stand, and the balloon, as 
well, absorbs atmosphere. The balloon was filled 
from a four-inch main at the rate of from 4,000to 
5,000 feet an hour in the day time, and of from 
6,000 to 8,000 feet per hour after midnight. 
They claim that the balloon held 75,000 feet of 
gas when full. But it leaked a great deal. I 
pointed the holes out to Donaidson, and he said 
it leaked from 1,000 to 1,400 feet an hour, which 
is a good deal in six or eight hours. With that 
leakage the bag would lose 30 or 40 pounds of 
carrying power every hour. If it got out in a 
rain-storm, the balloon would weigh from 300 to 
400 pounds more from the condensation on the 
outside of the balloon and the contraction of 
the gas,

Prof. Steiner, while paving other tribute to 
the courage of Dovaldsov, tutmated that the 
latter was inconsiderate to the point of reckless- 
ness, and also, with praiseworthy candor, ad- 
mitted that he could not have been induced to 
make an ascension himself with such an ancient 
and dangerous machine. 

MR. COUP,

The best sentiment of the business part of the 
community was thoroughly aroused, while the 
religious and morai elements were agitated by 
the shadow of Roman Catholic attack upon the 
common-school system, projected into our State 
from Ohio, Indiana being a part of the Archi- 
episcopal Diocese, having Cincinnati for its See.

Heople got up 
yesterday morning with the expectation of bear- 
lag that Barnum's Hippodrome had been blown 
into the lake. The large expanse of canvas pre- 
sented by the various tents certainly 
gave the Storm King a _— splendrd 
chance to show his mettle, but 
Baroum is always prepared for emergencies, 
and, as soon as the impending gust was per- 
ceived, the poles and supports were let down, 
throwing the canvas flat on the ground, where it 
was held securely by its innumerable fastenings, 
and no damage was done.

DIFFICULT AND EXPENSIVE. 
being all rock excavation under water. Th 
contract calle for 17 feet navigation below 
high-water mark. From the mouth of the 
canal the excavating will extend out into the 
lake about 2,700 feet. The quantity of ma- 
terial to be removed is variously estimated. 
It is believed that it will not fell much below 
87,000 cubie yards. The contractor receives 
$12 a yard for it. To do the Grilling dredge 
bulls will be taken to the desired pots, and 
then raised upon piles so as to be above the 
action of the waves. On one side of the dredge 
a railway will be ustructed upon which a 
eteam-drill will work, the drill shaft being from 
17 to 20 feet in length. The blasting will be 
done with glycerine. It has been sub-lét to the 
mau who did this work in the great Hoodac Tun- 
nel. After the holes are made in the rock, cans 
of glycerine with long tubes attached will be 
dropped into them and ignited by means of gal- 
vanic batteries on board of the dredge.

THE ENLARGEMENT PLAN 
provides for feedirg the entire canal from Lake 
Erie. At present there is a lock at Port Col- 
borne with an & feet lift. The level between this 
lock and Allenaburgh, 15 miles, is supphed with 
water from the Grand River through a feeder 20 
miles long. The change of plan will do away with 
the feeder and the lock also, but will necessi- 
tate sinking the bottom of the canal 22 feet be- 
low the surface of the ground. This level has 
now 19 feet of water init, so that only 3 feet 
additional depth is required. But the present 
canal is 90 feet in width at the surface of the 
water and 50 feet at the bortom, while the eu- 
larged channel is to be 190 feet at the water 
line, 100 feet at the bottom, and 14 feet deep. The 
actual work to be done, therefore, on this level is 
equivalent to digging a new chanel larger than 
the present one. The greater part of the ex- 
cavating will be earth, but about 2 miles of the 
cut will be through hard rock. The inclination 
of the bank is 2to1, which will give a slope of 
45 feet on eather side. 

THE FIRST GANG OF LABORERS 
on the route were encountered at a point about 
23¢ miles north of Port Colborne.

Burning of a Large Furniture 


Mabkufactory in the West 
Division. 


Much Valuable Furniture and Un- 
manufactured Stock Destroyed. 


Loss Estimated at $60,000---A Chapter 
of Accidents. 


An extensive fire occurred at 12:30 o’clook this 
morning, and resulted in the total destruction 
of one of the largest furniture manufactories 
in the city, and involving @ dead loss of about

bail, shouldered his pack like a little man, and 
Stleutly tramped away. Great excitement was 
created, but no official steps were taken to se- 
cure him. His bondsmen, however, took the 
matter under advisement, sent out detectives, 
telegraphed to the Chief of Police of Chicago his 
description, and were rewarded for their ex- 
ertions by his return to jail last night, he having 
been captured by Mr. L. Tompkias, a Wataga 
detective, who displayed considerable shrewdness 
in tracing him to his hiding-place. Without go- 
nig inte details regarding the career of Brown 
abroad, or the circumstances attending his cap- 
ture, I desire to say afew words regarding the 
management of the case by the lawyers, which 
will throw some light upon the last act. When 
Brown was arregted, F. A. Willenghly and F. 8. 
Murphy undertook his defense. He was 
bound over in the sum of $1,000 to 
await the action of the Grand Jury.

The plan they 
proposed to carry out was, if possible, to get 
Brew n and bis wife to live together again, set up 
a theory that the shot was unintentional, or at 
worst the accideut of a drunken impulse, and 
then, if he should be convicted, obtain a sus- 
pension of judgment in view of the bappy rela- 
tions that they boped would then exist, the 
Court, of course, to take into consideration the 
faci that three children were dependent upon 
bis labor for support, etc. But Ihe best 
laid plans o mice and men gang aft agiev.” 
Mrs Brown had a mister, who came 
all the way from York Stace when 
she heard of the tragic occurrence. Now is 
chanced that this sister was the sweetheart of a 
Galesburg attorney, Judge Leander Douglass, 
and together they usdertook to manage the case 
for Mrs. Brown.

Brown put in an answer to the ill, and by ad- 
vice of his attorneys went home to hlve. Doug- 
lass applied for au imjunction to restrain him 
from doing so; but the Court decided that he 
bad no power to prevent a man living ip hie own 
bouse. He went home, and bis wife aud her sie- 
ter leit. Fiuding that they cduld not 
drive him ont, they took the other tack 
and began coaxing.

They finally succeeded in 
getting him to sign a stipulation witndrawing 
the enewer to the bill, gave him $50, and ad- 
vised him to light out and jump his bail-bond, 
which he did.

It will doubtiess interest à great number of 
the readers of Tun Tunuxx to see an abstract 
of the last census of Ireland, which I find in an 
Irish paper,—the Wiiness,—just received, Al- 
though the census was taken in 1871, yet, for 
some unexplained reason, # corrected sum- 
mary of it has only been made quite recently. 

Many of the farmers of Illinois and through- 
out this country, owners of sections or Quarter- 
sections, and even those who own 80 acres or 
less, and call themselves small farmers, will be 
startied to learn that, out of the total number of 
farme in Ireland (592,683), as many as 107,106 of 
these contain less than 5 acres sach; and, fur- 
ther, that considerably more than one-half of 
the Irish farms (342,063) do not average 10 acres 
each. Keeping this in mind, it is soargely sur- 
prising that most of the 423,829 Irish farmers 
are poor, And, when we think that, in addition 
to supporting their families (and most Irish 
farmers have quite large families), these hard- 
working men have to pay a steep rent to ab- 
sentee landlords, itis no wonder they are steeped 
m poverty; for Irish farmers do not, a8 a rule, 
own even the smal! farms they occupy. 

The religious statistics here furnisbed are also 
worthy of special note. It will be seen that, out 
of a total population of 5,412,377, the Roman 
Catholic Church claims 4,150,867, leaving only 
1,261,510 to all other denominations and sects, 
including Jews, Mormons, and Atheists. It is 
indeéd creditable to Ireland, aud yet it seems 
almost incredible, that only one Atheist can 
flourish on that Isle of Saints. Atheiem, 
however, can boast that it is, in Irelaud, literally 
a unit, 

As Tux Trievne is doing good service in fight- 
ing the battle of our system of education, which 
is now threatened, it may be well to note the 
effect of the fostering care of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church in the matter of Irish education. 
True, indeed, in that country as in this, the Ro- 
man Cathohe Church is relentlessly opposed to 
the prevailing system of education. Judging, 
however, from its effect in places where it has 
control, it is scarcely credible that the masses 
would be any better educated were they left en- 
tirely in the hands of the Roman 
Catholic clergy. lt is to be feared 
that, if such were the case, instead of one-third 
of the popalation of Ireland, from 5 years old 
and upward, being unable to either read or 
write, as the census shows, the proportion would 
be vastly increased; and that the ignorance of 
the masses would sooa be as great ag it was in 
Spain or Italy, where the Church then held com- 
plete sway, It is also a matter for congratula- 
tion that, notwitastandmg the opposition of 
Cardinal Oulien and his subordinaies, the pub- 
lic-school system in Ireland is in great 
favor with the masses; aud that, between 
the periods of 1861 and 1871, the percentage of 
ignorance has been reduved from 38.7 to 33.4. 
This tact is sufficient proof that, bowever it may 
be with tue Ca:dinais aud priests, a great many 
of the people have discarded the oid dogma 
that “Ignorance is the mother of devotion ”; 
and it is to be heped that, in this land, as in 
Ireland, the masses of the people will stick to 
that system of education which we bave proved 
to be good, and not yield to tue clamor of an 
set of ecciesniastics. AN LiusHMAN.

We are at lengch preseoted, more than four 
years after the enumeration of 1871, with the 
corrected summ tables of statistics for the 
whole of Iveland. The figures and other par- 
ticalars which we extract rhould be considered 
as applying to the 2d of Apr.. 1871. Tue 
total area of Ireland is 20.847 statute acres, 
27,761 being 9 ater. Of the land, 
5,551,990 acres are er tillage, 10,071,317 
acres are under pasture, 324,003 are 
under plantation, and the very large 
superiices of 4,213,856 acres are waste, bog, 
aud mountain. House statistica are as follows: 
Inhabited, 961,380; uniohabited, 81,590 ; build- 
ing. 2,170; against 995,156, 40,957, and 2,920 
respecuvely in the year 1861. Toe total popu- 
lation amounts to 6,412,377, of whom 2.6. 768 
are males, aud 2.772.644 are females. These 
figures show a decrease of the population 
in ten years of 386,590 persons, or 4.67 
per cent. By the general valuation of 1871 
the houses aud land of the entire country 
were estimated at £13,257,673 lle 3d. Accord- 
ing to specified occupation the population 
of all ages are classified as follows: Prufession- 
al, 1,522,860; domestic, 740,195; commercial. 
306,619 ; agneultaral, 1,062,008 ; indastrial, $35, - 
135 ; indehpite and mon-pioductive, 308,576. On 
proceeding to the analysis of the first category 
we find 45,521 individuals set down as authors 
and literary persons,” s figure which, without 
the foot-note explaining that scholars and 
Students are inciuded im the heading, 
might induce one to believe this country 
to be characterized by a very extraor- 
dinary literary activity. is reduction bein 
made, we find that the bulk of the professioua 
class are teachers; clergymen and others con- 
nected with religion coming next in order.

Another phase of the Police-Board struggle 
for existence has terminated, and again the 
result is against the Board. Judge MoAt- 
Lister, of the Illinois Supreme Court, who 
granted a temporary injunction against inter- 
ference with the exercise of the functions of 
the Board, has delivered his opinion, in which 
he declines to continue the injunction, upon 
the ground that a court of chancery has no 
jurisdiction over matters purely political, and 
such he characterizes the issue in question. 
Judge McAtuisrer says that, so far as this 
case is concerned, the City of Chicago 
must be regarded as in law and in fact rein- 
corporated under the act of 1872, so that this 
statute is to be takeh as its present charter, 
its provisions being expressly applicable from 
the time such reorganization took place ; that 
this act confers upon the Common Council 
the power to pass the ordinance in dispute, 
also giving the Council a legislative and dis- 
eretionary power over the whole subject of 
the Police Department ; that the continued 
existence of the Board of Police is inconsis- 
tent with the exercise of the authority con- 
ferred upon the Council by the act of 1872, 
by the force of which the provisions 
of the former statute relative to the 
Board became inapplicable, and their 
force as laws ceases. In the opinion of 
Judge McAuuisrzr, it was entirely competent 
for the Legislature to delegate to the Council 
the power and discretion exercised in the 
passage of the ordinance in question, in pass-

THE CHANGEABLE VALUE OF GREEN- 
BACKS. 

The Opposition Convention in Minnesota 
adopted the following resolution : 

Fvurth—A return to gold and silver as a basis of the 


currency of the country, with immediate preparation 
and effective measures to secure the resumption of 


specie payments. 
The Convention before adopting that reso- 


lution rejected a series proposed by Mr. Ic- 
watius DoxxxLLx, of which the following is 
a specimen brick : 

Resolved, That we see no reason why legal-tender 
Government notes bearing no interest should not be 
gradually substituted for the $350,000,000 of Nationay 
Bank notes, based on $411,000,000 of bonds, bearing 
interest at the rate of $22,000,000 per annum. Such a 
substitution would give us an equally valuable cur- 
rency at a large saving of annual taxation. 

Mr. DoxxxLLx, who edits a paper called the 
Anti-Monopolist, insists that the Convention 
made a great mistake. In the resolution 
which the Convention rejected is expressed 
one of those fallacies which, nevertheless, to 
a large number of persons who have not 
considered the subject, appears reasonable 
and just. 

Paper money, having no intrinsic value, 
can only be kept at par by the certainty of 
redemption, and, to keep this redemption rea- 
sonably certain, it must be sustained by ac- 
tive and available capital. For this reason no 
Government has ever been able to maintain a 
paper currency of its own at par. The rea- 
son is, that Governments have no means or 
capital save the proceeds of annual or special 
taxes, which they require to meet their cur. 
rent annual expenses. They cannot do a

counts, and have no income save that re- 
quired for their expenditures. Paper money 
can only be kept at par by a combination of 
private, capital actively employed in profit- 
able business, so conducted as to enable the 
banks to maintain a redemption.’ This 
has been done in most of the 
countries in Europe and in  Can- 
ada; is now successfully done in California, 
and was done in various States of the Union 
until Congress interposed and broke up the 
business. Congress superseded this paper 
currency, sustained by private capital and 
circulating at par, and substituted for it a 
forced-loan currency issued by the Govern- 
ment as a war necessity, and which is not re- 
deemable, and can only be redeemed by be- 
ing put into the form of an interest-bearing 
bond. 

The trouble with and the objection to the 

national paper currency in this country is 
just the same as in all other countries where 
it has been tried: it is not redeemable, is 
therefore depreciated, and its marketable 
value is constantly fluctuating. It is imma- 
terial what the value of a dollar note may 
be if that value be a fixed one. If a paper 
note be worth 50 cents on the dollar, and 
that value be a fixed and stable one, then 
it will be equivalent to 50 cents, and all that 
is needed is to use two of them where one 
would answer if it was at par. In such a 
case Congress might keep up the amount of 
“dollars” in circulation by simply declaring 
that each one dollar greenback was two dol- 
lars, and in the same way doubling all other 
denominations. This would simply obviate 
the necessity for printing any additional 
notes, 
II those persans who advocate a Govern- 
ment currency can or will devise any scheme 
or measure by which the currency can be 
kept at par, or at 90, 80, 70, 60, 50, or any 
other price ; if any plan can be adopted by 
which this currency will have a fixed value, 
something permanent and stable, then that 
will be accomplished which has never been 
accomplished before, and all the objections 
to a national paper currency will be removed. 
if Mr. Ionatrus DonNELLY can propose any 
scheme by which greenbacks can have a fixed 
value,—and it is immaterial what that value 
may be,—he will become more famous than 
any one of the many who have in all coun- 
tries set themselves up as doctors in finance. 
Tho only plan that has ever been : 


If, as we have said, a fixed value could be 


ven to the greenbacks, then a national cur- 
acy might all take the place of bank paper. 
But the latter has already reached its maxi- 
mum in amount. Despite the clamor raised 
against the “National Bank monopoly,” and 
despite the action of Congress making bank- 


| ing free, the amount of National Bank circu- 


lation is deélining. The National Banks of 
Chicago have a capital of $12,000,000 and a 
circulation of only $2,800,000, having reduced 
the circulation within the last two years from 
$6,900,000, or over 60 per cent. 

There is another delusion set forth in this 
resolution, and that is, that if the National 
Banks were abolished, the Government 
would save the interest now paid on the 
bonds deposited to secure the circulation. 
The bonds are the private property of the 
banks, and all they have to do is to deposit 
with the Treasury an amount of greenbacks 
equal to the amount of their outstanding cur- 
rency, and withdraw their bonds. How will 
such a proceeding save any interest to the 
Government? The bonds will bear the same 
interest in the hands of private individuals, 
or in the Hands of the banks, as they do 
when deposited in the Treasury to secure 
bank circulation. The banks now deposit, 
in the form of bonds, $117 in greenbacks to 
secure tlie redemption of every $90 of their 
bank notes. They can accomplish the same 
end by depositing $100 in greenbacks with 
the Treasurer and withdraw their bonds. 
The issue of greenbacks in place of bank 
notes would save no interest unless the 
Government should purchase bonds with 
them. In the purchase of bonds, 
if the purchase was of such magni- 
tude as proposed, the purchasing power 
of the greenback would rapidly fall from 87 
cents on the dollar at the present time to 
such amount as the street-brokers or money- 
dealers might choose to give for them. In 
such a ease the $350,000,000 of greenbacks 
retained by the banks for the redemption of 
their notes would not purchase $200,000,000 
of bonds, and the saving of interest on 
which would scarcely equal the taxes now 
paid tothe Government by the banks. The 
operation would also add $150,000,000 to the 
national debt, for a greenback note is a debt 
as well as isa bond. This would be a costly 
saving, unless, indeed, it is proposed to make 
the greenbacks perpetual, never to be re- 
deemed, and of course have the meventually 
repudiated. 

A WARNING TO FARMERS, 

Testimony from all parts of Central and 
Southern Illinois shows that the present sea- 
son has been an unusually wet one. During 
all of the spring, and thus far into the sum- 
mer, rain has fallen very much in the fashion 
that Wasureron IVG fouygd it in the 
„Farmers Almanac” in the country inn. 
Showers, storms, and floods have been the 
rule, and the ground has been drenched to 
such an extent that even now, in midsummer, 
water is standing in the valleys, and. the 
swampy places are fairly stagnating with 
their overflow. The result of this excess of 
rain, to which also the debris of the floods 
has undoubtedly contributed, is that vegeta- 
tion of all kinds never was so rank and pro- 
fuse as now,—not only the cereals and ordi- 
nary vegetables, but also grasses, shrubs, 
and weeds. So far as this richness and 
abnndance of crops are concerned, the farm- 
ers have reason to congratulate themselves, 
but there may be after-results which they 
would do very well to consider and guard 
against. It is now probable that during the 
remainder of July and through August we 
shall have hot weather as in past years, 
which will leave this immense overgrowth of 
vegetation rotting and decaying on the sur- 
face of alarge part of the State. Decaying 
vegetation emits carbonic acid gas and other 
poisonous and mialarial gases, and the result 
will be more serions tho st th ooumts y Woew 
covered with decaying animal carcasses, since 
there is a very strongly-supported theory 
among butchers and renderers that the odors 
from decaying animal matter are not un- 
healthy, —a theory which seems to be confirmed 
to some extent by testimony as to the health- 
iness of men who are constantly working in 
the midst of these odors. There is no doubt, 
however, of the unhealthy and poisonous 
qualities of the gases emitted from decaying 
vegetable matter. They cause intermittent 
fevers of various kinds which are produced 
by malaria, congestive diseases, and stomach 
and bowel disorders, and in sections where 
the fever and ague always prevails in greater 
or less degree this disease will probably be. 
greatly aggravated. If the farmers, therefore, 
are wise, they will take ( possi- 
ble precautions against these pestilential 
possibilities by laying in a substantial 
stock of quinine and other familiar 
remedies for fevers and bowel disorders, 
and taking them in advance to prepare the 
system to ward off or at least weaken the at- 
tack of these diseases.. A few precautions in 
the shape of simple remedies promptly on 
hand may prevent a very serious epidemic 
by checking its spread at the outset. 

THE BALLOON ASCENSION. 

There is certainly the strongest reason for 
apprehending that the balloon ascension of 
day before yesterday has resulted disastrously. 
The balloon must have come down some 
time during yesterday, even if it could have 
lasted so long. It is more likely that it 
descended during the night of Thursday. It 
was seen on Thursday evening, about 7 
o'clock, going over the lake in a northeasterly 
direction. It had then been out fully two 
hours, and, as it is estimated that one can 
see about 15 miles on a clear evening across 
the lake, the balloon was then ‘making not 
more than 7 miles an hour. In the direction 
it was then going, it would have to traverse 
from 150 to 200 miles before it could come 
down on dryland. It is not believed that 
the balloon had sufficient capacity to hold 
out more than seven hours, even with 
a ballast of from 800 4o 1,000 pounds 
to dispose of. Unless it got into 
a different current of air after it was seen 
Thursday evening, it must have come down 
in the water, and then the only hope of es- 
cape for the occupants would be a passing 
vessel. There was a severe storm Thursday 
night about 12:30 o'clock, near the time 
when the balloon, according to the capacity 
r above, would have to descend. [If 

descend before or during the storm, 
and into the lake, there was little chance for 
the occupants with their wicker-basket and 
life-preservers. If they had landed on ‘the 
Michigan or Wisconsin shore, or had been

If this balloon ascension turns out to have 
been a disaster, it involves a serious respon- 
sibility which Mr. Bannom or the owners of 
the Hippodrome must share. Prof. Srzmen, 
an experienced acronant, is responsible for 
the statement that the balloon was in a 
patclied and rotten condition, altogether un- 
fit fat service, and that the gas with which it 
was inflated had been held over from the 
previous day, and was infused with consider- 
able atmospheric air. Prof. Dowaupson 
sh have known all this as well as any one, 
and, if he consented to ascend in these unsafe 
conditions for the purpose of earning money, 
it was his own lookout, and there is no rea- 
son for holding anybody else accountable 
in hee of accident. But he had no 
right to ask any one to accompany him un- 
der these circumstances, and the managers of 
the Hippodrome are likewise to blame for 
haviag permitted and encouraged it. The 
day before four persons, three of them 
jourfialists, accompanied Prof. Donaupsow 
undet the implied assurance that the ascen- 
sion was as safe as a balloon ascension could 
be; yet the disaster was then imminent. 
Nous of these ascensions have been made in 
the interest of science nor for the advance- 
men of aeronautics, but merely as a circus- 
advertisement; and, if attended by especial 
dangers owing to the mean and stinted ac- 
couttements, a disaster is at the same time an 
outrage, for which the responsible parties 
should be visited with public censure. 

Ata late hour this morning no intelligence 
had been received concerning the fate of the 
missing balloonists, although the telegraphic 
lines were employed in sending messages of 
inquity to every possible quarter, and the 
imprgssion has grown to conviction that 
Prof. Donatpson and Mr. Gamwoop have 
perished.

Or is 
the ergan about deliberately to abandon the 
collar it has worn so long and cheerfully, and 
with it give up the only warrant of life it has 
ever had? Or does it assume that its servility 
has not received the consideration which it 
deserves ? 

This new and astounding departure from 
the party treadmill is all brought about, it 
would appear, because the Secretary of the 
Treasury has not summarily removed Chief- 
Clerk Avery, but did remove Mr. Wapswortu 
as Collector of Internal Revenue at Chicago. 
We wish we could explain this apparent in- 
conmistency to the satisfaction of the organ, 
that it might resume the even tenor of its 
grinfiing. We would like to appease the 
wrath of the offended Appraiser and the in- 
dignant Black Hills Commissioner, in order 
that their usual servility may be restored, 
and their readers may get their money's 
worth. To this end it is suggested 
that. Mr. Wapsworra was removed 
becamse the revenues of his district 
were not collected, and the exigencies of the 
publie service demanded them. In the case 
of Chief-Clerk Avery there has been a specific 
charge of dishonesty, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury has threatened to remove him un- 
less ie clears himself.

authorized any act to carry on the War for the 
national defense. The consideration of 
preserving the national existence put 
aside all constitutional prohibitions and 
furnished the authority for that act, 
just ms, in cases of extreme peril from 
fire, municipal officers are authorized to blow 
up or otherwise destroy private buildings. 
It was the same authority which justifies one 
man tp take the life of another to save his 
own. The Government, acting, as the Su- 
preme Court said, under a conviction that an 
imperious necessity existed for such a meas- 
ure, made this forced loan from the country,

on the centennial celebration of Bunker Hill 
is in the same happy vein that marked the 
first. It was published on the Ist inst., the 
day after along and enthusiastic letter de- 
scribing the day’s doings at Boston appear- 
ed. The Times rejoices in the Revolution. 
It speaks of Lord Nortra’s “ unfortunate 
attempt to reduce the States to the rank of 
Crown Colonies, and says that the British 
have even more cause than we to exalt in 
our victory, because they now have both 
the old country and the new principles con- 
tended for and established by the American 
States. It sees, too, the deep significance 
of the celebration. The real beauty of the 
spectacle was that there were seen together, 
marshaled in one procession to one nation- 
al shrine, Northerners and Southerners, 
Federals and Confederates, glad to 
show how much deeper their union is than 
their difference.” The Thunderer rolls out 
ponderous praise upon the celebration that is 
coming, the nation’s centennial, July 4, 1876. 
The Bunker Hill festival was only a note of 
preparation for the tremendous chorus of 
jubilation to be expected then. It is well for 
the deep friendship that ought to exist be- 
tween the two great English-speaking nations 
that the chief exponent of English thought 
should speak so generously of this thin- 
skinned people,—a people not proud enough, 
but too vain, greedy for the applause of 
others, unable te be content with its own 
calm self-approval. The change in the tone 
of the Thunderer is a sure sign that the 


feeling of the English people has changed.

POLITICAL NOTES, 

The Hon. William 8. King, in his Fourth-of- 
July oration at St. Cloud, Miun., flapped the ea- 
gle’s wings over most of the country, but he did 
not stretch them from ocean to ocean. He did 
not touch upon the Pacific at all, although he 
made special mention of all other means of wa- 
ter-communications with the United States. The 
omission, under the circumstances, is thought to 
be peculiar, and bard to explain. 

The proposition of certain St. Louis Demo- 
crats to have the next National Convention of 
the party held in that city is received with good- 
natured banter by the hard-money organs of the 
East. As the New York Times puts it: Mis- 
souri is one of the most reactionary of the infla- 
tionist and repudiationist Democratic States, 
and no one knows better than the Eastern lead- 
ers that a convention in St. Louis would invite 
danger jo which the party cannot afford to ex- 
pose itself.” 

An inspired correspondent writes from Colum- 
bus to the St. Louis Times anent thé Demo- 
cratic programme, taking a different view from 
that expressed im a letter recently published in 
Taz T aisuxng. The correspondent of the Times 
believes that T n is playing the deepest 
game of all; that he has the assurance of East- 
ern support, in cage Tilden is defeated ; that he 
hopes to gain Ohio next year by eating dirt this ; 
and that he is trying to divide Southern and 
Western inflationists between Pendieton and 
Hendricks. It will be noticed as significant,” 
adds the correspondent, * that all of these ru- 
mors do not touch William Allen.“ 

Postmaster-General Jewell has taken a pecu- 
liar position in regard to political assessments, 
showing some balance of mind and a zeal well- 
tempered by discretion. He takes his position 
firmly on three cardinal principles. First, he 
will not allow assessments to be made upon the 
clerks immediately under his charge, in the De- 
partment at Washington ; second, he will neither 
forbid nor approve assessments upon Postmas- 
ters and clerks throughout the country; third, 
he will not allow any emplove of the Post-Office 
Department to be discharged for failing to re- 
spond to an assessment. Mr. Jewell says that 
Postmasters have a right to contribute to a po- 
litical fund, if they wish to; and, too, they have 
a right to refuse to contribute, in which they will 
be maintained. 

The attitude of the railroad people in Califor- 
pia towards the various political parties may be 
determined from the tone of the Sacrameuto 
Union, which was recently established and after- 
wards consolidated with the Recordin the Cen- 
tral Pacific interest. This paperis particularly 
disgusted with the Republican and Independent 
parties, and ia some measure also with the Dem- 
ocratic. It says: We predict, at this early day, 
that the people will beat all the slates, and that 
the result of the election will be an administra- 
tion so mixed, ag regards politics, that no party 
will be able to claim a victory. This result will 
flow from the determination ef independent vot- 
ers to be guided by personal considerations 
alone. Platforms will count for less than nothing 
this year, for the longest platforms are the least 
deserving of confidence, and where the most la- 
borious efforts have been made to amplify prom- 
ises, there is the strongest reason for distrust.” 
This means, of course, that the railroad people 
hope to carry the Legisiature, even though they 
lose the Governor.

GEN. WADDY THOMPSON’S TROUBLE. 
Special Jispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Lovis, July 16.—Conusiderable excitement 
has prevailed to-day over the case of Gen. 
Waddy Thompson. As previously announced, 
he is one of the Missouri Penitentiary lessees, 
and was brought here several days ago frum 
Jefferson City, ea route for Memphis, on a requi- 
sition from the Governor of Tennessee, charged 
with horse-stealing, larceny, and perjury. An ap- 
plication for a writ of habeas corpur has been 
pending several days before Circuit Judge 
Koight. Yesterday afternoon a final hearing 
was had, and the writ refused upon the ground 
that public comity demanded: that the re- 
quistions of the Governors of other States should 
not be interfered with except in ¢ases 
of gross fraud, of which there was no evidence 
in this one. Subsequontiy Thompson's attor- 
neys applied to the United States District Court, 
Judge Treat, for a writ, which was refused upon 
the ground that ho had no jurisdiction. He then 
applied to Judge Jones, of the Oriminal Court, 
who granted the writ. It seems, however, that 
while Thompson’s attorneys were obtaining the 
last writ the Tennessee Sheriff, Anderson, re- 
arrested Thompson, and drove away, but in what 
direction couid not be ascertained. It now ap- 
pears that Sheriff Anderson first intended to take 
the General to Memphis by steamer, and bad 
made arrangements with the John A. Scudder to 
stop las: night on her way out, both at the East 
St. Louis elevator and at Carondelet. After 
consulting with the counsel for the prosecution 
in the case, itwas deemed unsafe to risk a trip 
by river, as all the boats stop at Cairo, where 
another writ of habeae corpus or something of 
that kind would be in waiting for them. It was 
therefore decided to go by carriage to some 
point on the Iron Mountain Railroad, and there 
teke train for Memphis. A carriage was ac- 
cordingly procured, and the Sheriff and his prie- 
oner were driven out of the city on the road 
to Memphis. ln the meantime the counse! for 
the defense got an inkhng of what bad passed, 
and when Sberiff Anderson drove into Kime- 
wick, a town about 15 miles from St. Louis on 
the Iron Mountain Railroad, he was met by an 
Oer with a warraot for his arrest on the writ 
of habeas corpus issued by Judge Jones, Both 
the Sheriff and his prisover were Drought back 
to St. Louis. Gen. Thompson was locked up in 
the County Jail and Sheriff Anderson command- 
ead to appear before Judge Jones, of 
the Criminal Court, at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon to show cause for retaining Gen. Thompson 
in custody. All the parties appeared this at tor- 
noon at3.o’clock, and, after argument, Judge 
Jones decided that the question already having 
been decided by a court of superior juriedic- 
tion, he could not interfere, and Thompson was 
remanded to the charge on the Teunessee 
Sheriff, who will start, to-morrow for Memphis, 
provided his wily prisouer does vot find addi- 
tional means for delay. It is rumored that 
Thompson's attorneys are preparing an applica- 
tion to get his case before the Supreme Court on 
appeal, but well-informed lawyers here say that 
tribunal would not entertain the case a moment. 


THE LOUISVILLE DEFALCATION. 

Lovumsviie, Ky., July 16.—George N. Jack- 
son, the Deputy United States Collector whose 
alleged defalcatiou of $45,000 was given in these 
dispatches yesterday, died a little after mid- 
night. He evaded the question whether he had 
taken poison, but a post mortem was had this 
afternoon at the instance of an insurance com- 
pany, Jackson having $12,500 on his life. Col- 
lector Dackuer positively refuses to give any ad- 
ditional facts to those published in the Courter- 
Journai this morning, but it is now thought that 
Jackson's speculations have been  dgar- 
ried on for some time, the Collector re- 
posing such entire coufidence in Jackson's 
honesty that he was able to cover up evidences 
of hiscrime. It was discovered yesterday after- 
noon’ by s Special Agent of the Treasury De- 
partment, who hadjbeen inatructed to examine 
into a discrepancy of some $45,000 in the ao- 
counts of the Louisville office. Jacksou was a 
promioent member of ibe Church, represeuta- 
tive from the Tenth Ward in The Board of School 
Trustees, and esteemed aud-respected by all who 
knew him. It is found that he has been living 
for some time iu a style which hie salary of 
$2,000 per anuum did not warrant. He had given 
bonds to llector Buckner for $25,000, and 
there mav be suflicient property foand to iudem- 
nify the Collector for his lose. The news of the 
defalcation created a profomnd sensation in the 
city. Jackson leaves a young wife and several 
children. 

SNEAK-THIEVES SHOT.

YELLOW FEVER. 
As OF ITS PRESENCE IN NORFOLK. 
Special Dispateh te I'he Chicago Tribune, - 
Wasuineron, D. C., July 16.—The medical 
officers of the Navy and Treasury Departments 
are quite excited to-night over reports of the 
existence of yellow fever at Norfolk, Va. The re- 
port has not yet been fully verided, but the in- 
formation comes from such sources and is so 
positive in character that there seems to be some 
reason for apprebension that the scourge is in 
close proximity to Northern cities. A naval 
medical officer stationed at Norfolk reports to 
the Navy Department that yellow fever exists 
there. A telegram has also been received by 
the Supervising Suargeon of the Marne 
Hospital intimating that a vessel from the 
Barbadoes bas brought the fever there. Steps 
have been tak to verify these reports, and to 
discover whether the local surgeons are correct. 
The President of the Board of Health here 
brought the subject to-night to the attention of 
that body The result will probably be that at 
least a temporary quarantine will be immediately 
ordered against Norfolk. The Health Office at 
Norfolk has also telegraphed here for informa- 
tion as to the public health in the Barbadoes 
The Board of Health here 
i wait upon the Naval 
Hospital authorities to- 
morrow morping, for the purpose of 
determining upon some plan in case the some- 
what alarming reports are verified. Norfolk is 
distant by river but about 100 miles from here. 
Tae health officers hero say no worse place could 
be found than Norfulk for the spread of the dis- 
ease to the north. It is au extremely filthy city, 
low, and without good sewerage or sanitary regu- 
lations. The yellow-fever records show that every 
time the fever has visited that city’ the ravages 
have been extraordinary. Twice the city has 
been nearly decimated with the pe- 
iow fever. The positon of 
is very favorable for ng the 
disease north. Nearly all the New York, Bos- 
ton, and coast steamers touch at Norfolk aad 
take vegetables and fruit north. Daily lines of 
steamers connect Baltimore and Washington 
with Norfolk. Altogetier the health autbori- 
ties manifest much uneasiness at the supposed 
presence of the fever there, and hope the dis- 
patches t0-morrow may be more reassuring. 


FISHER. 
THE PRESIDENT INEXORABLE.

A cross- bill 
was filed by the defendant alleging the insanity 
of the testator, stating that the property had 
been bought with Mr. Hale’s money, and asking 
that it should be reconveyed to him. 

The case was tried some time ago, and Judge 
Williams gave bis decizion yesterday, dismissiog 
the bill. The Judge said that it was a delicate ques- 
tion, but be thought there was no doubt but that 
Mrs. Hale was so far insane that she was incapa- 
ble of making a will, She was a lady of impul- 
sive nature, brilliant in conversation, and of 
great kindness of heart. Yet she had tried to 

ison her husband, and had offered a check to 

er physician to induce him to commit the act. 
It was vot possible that she could do so if. sane. 
She seemed to have the delusion that her hus- 
band wae trying to get her property,—the land 
which was really bought with his money, but 
the title taken in her name. Under this delusion, 
also, she had willed it all to her child. Such an 
explanation and view of the evidence left her 
character above aspersion, and exonerated her 
busband from any possible charge of unkindness 
to her.

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THE INQUEST IN THE COOK MURDER. 
THE PRISONER GALLAGHER HELD WITHOUT BAIL. 
An inquest was held at the Armory yesterday 

morning on the body of De Witt Clinton Cook, 


procéedings. 

The first witness in the case was Dan Wright, 
a saloon-keeper at No. 117 West Taylor street. 
He testified that he was sitting behind the 
counter in the saloon connected with No. 483 
Clark street at about 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
of Wednesday last, when he heard the landlady 
ecream for help from the back  parior. 
He followed the sound, and, on 
arriving in the back parior, saw. Cook, 
the deceased, lying on the floor, and, the prisoner, 
Gallagher, standing over him and stamping on 
bis face with his feet. He separated the com- 
batants, and assisted Cook to arise. Both Cook 
and Gallagher were apparentiy intoxicated. Wit- 
ness told k tofleave the house, as he did not 
want any fighting on the premises. Cook then 
fell against him, by accident or otherwise, 
knocking him to the floor and then falling upon 
him. * Witness put bis arm around Cook's neck 
and held him for a few moments, Then letting 
go his hold, Cook staggered into the hall, where 
Gal met him aud struck bim in the face 
with bis head, otherwise butting him. The 
blow almoet knocked him down. Thay clinched, 
and fell, Cook on top. Cook struck Gallagher 
several times in the face with his fist. They 
were then separated. Cook stepped back into 
the first parlor. Gallagher rose upon bis knees, 
and, drawing a revolver tired one shot at the 
deceased. He then got upon his fees aud fired a 
second shot. Witness caught bim by the arm 
avd took hold of the pistol, but Gallagher 
grasped it more firmly and succeeded in getting 
out of the house with it. Witness followed him 
to the door where Gallagher stood as if nothing 
lud happened. Witness then went for a doctor 
t ind had Cook removed to the County Hospital. 


. Was not acquanted with Gallagher: saw him 


for the first ume on this occasion. Knew Cook 
Dive or six years. He was an honest, bard-work- 
log young man with no harm in him. 

ollie Wheeler, keeper of the house of ill- 
fame at 483 South Clark street, where the affray 
took place, was the next witness. . She testified 
that she was present when the fight occurred. 
She was up stairs, having just eaten dinner, 
when the deceased came into the kitchen 
through the back way. She approached him 
and asked him to come up-stairs, as the kitchen 
was no place for gentlemen. He said he would 
go when be got ready, and dared her or anybody 
else to put him out. She then turned and went 
into the back parlor. Cook followed her. 
He called ber foul names and struck 
at her. She grappled with him, and 
both fell-tothe floor. At that moment Galla- 
gher entered, and said to Cook: You ——, 
you should not strike a woman.” Cook did not 
answer. Mr. Wright, who bad come in, was 
then thrown to the floor by Cook. Cook hit Gal 
lag der in the en Cook was ontop, having 
thrown him. ey were three or four feet apart 
when Gailagher fired. She did not know Galla- 
ber. Had known Oook about three yeara, and 
ad seen bim quite often during the past four or 
five montis in her house, although he was not a 
regular visitor. She did vot allow any gentleman 
in her kitchen, and because Cock went in there 
the whole quarrel arose. She had told him seve- 
ral times not to enter the kitcheu. Cook was ac- 
quainted with one of her girls, who was now, 
however, on the Weat Side. 

Dr. J. D. Clarke, of No. 469 South Clark 
street, testified that he was called to tend to the 
wound of the deceased. The ball had eutered 
the abdomen, within two inches of the navel. 
John Gallagher, the prisoner, was brought up 
from his ceil in the station-house to give his 
testimony in the case. He is a young man, with 
arowdyish and * air. showing marks of 
long dissipation. His face was bruised badly 
from the affray. He simply testified that he was 
a bartender, and bad come from St. Louis a 
few weeks since with the base- ball club of that 
city. He stated that he was drunk at the time 
of the shooting, and could not remember 
whetber he bad fired ons or more shots. He was 
remanded to his ceil. 

The jury, after a few miautes' absence, re- 
turned a verdict that the deceased came to, bis 
death by a pisto!-ball. fired by the prisoner, 
Gallagher, and recommended that the latter be 
hald without bail to await the action of the 


Grand Jury.

FAR FROM DISPOSING OF THE QUESTION. 
As experience has proved, this region 1s ex- 
posed to incursions of the grasshoppers. 
When they come, the eggs deposited by the in- 
vaders -will hatch; and the destructive 
power of the swarms thus bred here 
this genson (though within a comparatively 
limited area) has been fully demonstrated. The 
question, therefore, of bow to successfully fight 
the grasshoppers, is one of real importance to 
the farmers of pretty much the entire region 
bordering on and west of the Missouri HIith- 
erto the subject has been wholly ignored, and 
those most interested—the farmers—have wholly 
disregarded the suggestions of the few scienti‘ic 
observers who have given attention to the mat- 
ter. Prof. Aughey,—who has given more thought 
to the subject than any one eise I have met, and 
who, withal, is a careful. intelligent observer. 
noticing that the grasshopper-eggs were deposit 
ed from but one-third to two-thirds of an inch oe- 
low tho surface, early last spring, through the 
local press, advised the farmers to 
TRY DEEP PLOWING, 

that the eggs might be turned under so far that 
the newly-hatched ‘hoppers, if they did hatch, 
could not make their way to the earth's surfaee. 
Little or no regard was paid to his suggestion. 
So far as he has iearned, but in a single instance 
did any farmer think it worth while tb act 
upon it. But that farmer informs him that, by 
deep plowing, he almort wholly escaped 
the "hoppers, While farmers in his vicinity, 
who plowed, as usual, suffered severely. Of 
course, a single instance is far from establishing 
that deep-plowing is a safecuard; but i: goes 
far ip that direction, and should be remembered. 
Then, when the season came for burning off the 

airie grass, the Professor advised that the fir- 
ing of the grass be deferred until the ‘hoppers 
began to hatch. That, too, was disregarded, 
though it is manifest that many of the pests 
(which at that time were unable to fly, the wings 
not being developed until some weeks after 
hatching), must have been so destroyed. Be- 
sides, when first hatched, milliors of the hop- 
pers may be 

DESTROYED BY DIGGING TRENCHES, 

into which they fall. and into which it is said 
they can be driven with brush-whips. When they 
get into the trenches, a furrow can be plowed 
over them. That their numbers might be this 
means be materially lessened. cannot be doubted. 
Tho effect of this year’s experiences upon the 
farmers of thy ‘hopper-district has been to fetch 
them to that frame of mind that, should another 
Visitation of the ‘hopper occur, they will leave 
no means by which to get rid of the "hoppers 
untried. Already there is a strqng scatiment 
favoring ithe passage of a law offering a reward 
for dead hoppers, and compelling the entire 
population. in case of incursion or hatching of 
those pests. to tura out aud fight the ‘hoppers.

WHERE THE "HOPPERS COVE FROY, 

which hitherto has been regarded as one of 
speculation for the scientists, is also, to this 
entire region, one of no smal! practical import.

That is just the same 
as robbing two-sevenths of the voters in those 
counties of their share in the Government, and 
this is what is called Democracy in Missouri! 

Do not imagine that we are unhappy because 
we cannot get iminority-representation. In other 
States, which have progressed so far in civiliza- 
tion that justice to all is ssen to be for the best 
interests of all, students and statesmen have la- 
bored to secure more fair representation for 
minorities. But Missouri bas not yet advanced 
so far in civilization that its majority can get 
represented.

His hotel isa 
substantial brick edifice, built on les and 
planks twenty-four feet under the surface, He 
took a syamp, piled it, filled it, and made a 
paradise @ it.

| Asecond bee that Bir John subjected to a 
@imilar experiment behaved in the rame way for 
vo days, durmig which it worked diligently at 
the honey, and nota single other bee came to 
the spot. Now, if bees labor tor the good ef the 
hive, striving to secure the largest possible 
store of honey for the winter's use, why did not 
these two bees obtam help in securing the stock 
laced at their disposal? Did they seltishty 
prefec to acquire credit among their fe'lows for 
nusually rapid and successful work, or had 
hey no means of communicationg to the others 
She fact that they were drawing from à rich 
ore of ready-made honey? Sir John Lubbock 
¢vidently inclines to the latter inference, and 
det his observations were not sufficiently elabo- 
gate to be conclusive.

determined the true cause of the fire-blight that 
for many years bas affected pear-trees in the 
United States. It is, as bas been suspected, the 
work ofa fungus. The plent first germinates 
on the outside of the bark, causing immediate 
changes in the cel's, filling their naturally tran- 
parent contents with dark pigment granules, The 
cambium cells are soon affected in the same way 
in a complete circle around the stem. From the 
cambium layer the fungus travels by the medul- 
lary rays to the interior of the stem, leaving 
destruction in its path, Ia the heart of the stem 
the spores are developed. The plant is exceed- 
ingly minute, being visible only under a magni- 
fying power of 500 diameters. Its name has not 
yet been determined, nor whether there is any 
predisposing cause for ins oceurrence. Its ex- 
ternal effect upon a branch is Ike chat produced 
by a fire. The leaves, in an apparent condition 
of bealth, suddenly ehrivel and turn Lrown, as 
though scoiched with flames.

THE DRY SEASON IN BRAZIL. 
In June all vegetation comcs to maturity in 


the region of Brazil. Seeds and fruits of every 
sort being ripe, the office of flower and foliage is 
accowplebed, and they enter upon the process 
By the ent of July the leaves of trees. 


August the earth is barren and naked as duriog 
a European winter. Ihe trees are completely 
stripped of their leaves, while the plants that 
have grown in abundance in the wilderness are 


dried, and serve as fodder for the eustenance of 
cattle. 


This is the period most favorable for the 
preparation of the coffee that grows upon tho 
mountains. The beans, after gathering, are laid 
on the ground, which, instead of giving forth 
moisture, absorbs it, and, being surrounded with 
an atmosphere possessing the same desiccating 
properties, the coffee drics rapidly without 
molding. 


HYBRID POTATOES, 

At a late meeting of the Royal Horticultural 
Society of Eagland, Mr. Darwin communicated 
the results derived from certain experiments iu 
producing hybrid plants by graftipg. In the 
summer of 1874, Reuter, the head gardener at 
the Imperial Palace of Potadam, cut out all the 
eyes in a long white Mexican potato. Then, cut- 
ting @ wedge-shaped piece containing an eye 
from a dark, gray-black kidney variety, he graft- 
ed it into the eyeless Mexican potato, The 
tubers produced by this union combined the 
characters of the two original species in num- 
berless varieties. Similar experiments were 
pet formed in 1872 by Dr. Max Hilmann, with 
similiar results; also, in Stuttgardt, Dr. Neubert 
has recently met with the same experience in 
like attempts. 


ACCLIMATISING HUMMING-BIRDS. 

In 1856 Mr. Delattae succeeded in conveying a 
number of living humming-birds irom Ceatra! 
America to the Jardin d’Acclimatation in Paris, 
but they all died within a fortuight after their 
arrival. A second attempt to introduce the tiny 
creatures into the Jardin bas been recently 
made, but has also failed. A traveler managed 
to keep six humming-birds alive until they 
reached Paris by feeding them with honey, but 
they soon after succumbed, either to the ciimate 
or the uunatural conditions of confinement.

Jan. 14, 1874, an assembly of gentlemen in- 
terested in the protection of the right of inven- 
tors gathered at Washington for the purpose of 
discussing certain propositions enumerated at 
the Patent Congress held at Vienna in the sum- 
mer of 1873, and looking to a gradual unifica- 
tion of the patent systems of civilized nations. 
Out of this convention at the National Capital 
grew a society entitled the United States Pat- 
ent Association,” which was inaugurated on the 
second day of the meeting of the conven- 
tion. The especial objects of this society 
were to secure intelligent and united 
aims among the inventors of thé country; to 
collect anc disseminate information relative to 
the effect of patents upon the nation F industry ; 
to co-operate with Europe for the establisbment 
of more just and equitable gore systems 
abroad; and to further all such measures as 
should conduce to the advantage of inventors 
aod owners of patent property. 

In conformance with the second proposition 
of the Society, the present publication is offered 
to all interested in the questions to which it re- 
lates. The first of the two essays it contains is 
in replyto the speech of the Hon. Henry B. Sayler, 
of Indiana, delivered in the House of Representa- 
tives on the 7th of February, 1874. Its mosc 
striking feature is the mass of statistics it pre- 
sents in refutation of the argument of Mr. Say- 
ler that an inordinate profit is made on all pat 
ented articles.

| CARNIVOROUS PLANTS. 
he British Medical Journal states that, at the 
laßt meeting of the Edinburg Botanical Society, 
Dy. T. A. G. Balfour reported some interesting 
e§periments on the Dionaea muscipala (Venus 
Ur-trap, native of Wilmington, N. C.). 
The irritability under which the leaf contracts 
s@ems to be hmited to six delicate hairs that 
aie 80 situated on the surface of the leaf that 
aß insect must brush them in crowding over it. 
I. Balfour touched every other part of the 
leaf with a needle, and no response followed; 
büßt the instant the base of one of the leaves 
was hit the leaf closed quick as a flash. Chloro- 
ferm dropped on a hair caused the leaf to close 
immediately, but water bad no such effect. 
hen the leaf shut upon an object 
imeapable of affording nutrition, like a bit of 
od or a dried fly, it opened again very soon. 
Hat. when it closed upon a live fiy,caterpillar, or 
sider, the contraction lasted for about three 
weeks, during which time the inner surface of 
the leaf gave ont a viscous, acid sécretion. It 
noted, also, that this viseid secretion was 
ly produced when an insect was captured. In 
the case of a fat spider it was very abundant, 
t, when a ebrigeled fly was inclosed, very lit- 
was poured out. As evidence that the 
ant obtains nourishment from the insec's thus 
tured and digested, Dr. Balfour pointed to the 
facts that young plants of the Dionca placed 
under dell glasses, from which, of course, iu- 
eects were excluded: did not thrive as well as 
those that were left free; and that while a bit of 
hof «rapped ia a leaf of any other plant became 
putrid, a bit inclosed by the Nona remained 
entirely inodorous, but soon lost its red color,

THOMAS WILLIAM ROBE®TSON, 

This talented playwricht, whose dramas have 
done much towards revolutionizing the modern 
English stage, came of a family that for genera- 
tions had been connected with the theatrical 
profession. His father and bis grandfather had 
successively managed a country troupe perform- 
ing on the Lincolnshire circuit, and both were 
men of literary ability and of nncommon energy 
and vereatilit The elder of the two built eight 
different thettres in the towns of Boston, Spald- 
ing, Nottingham, lisford, etc. The mother of 
Robertson was a German, of Jewish extraction, 
while his father was of Scottish descent. The 
boy was educated by an aunt, who was herself a 
remarkable character. Six months of every 
twelve were epent by young Robertson at a 
French school, where he imbibed skeptical views 
with regard to religion; but these were never 
betrayed in his writings. 

When 19 years of age, the youth experienced 
a great disappointment in the death of his aunt, 
who failed to bequeath him the fortune that he 
hag counted upon ivheriing. Being 
in penurv he took to the stage and to writing 
for a l.velibood, and for tue next fifteen years 
was forced to a desperate struggle with 
poverty. He had married an actress of great 
persoval beauty, aud pow himself undertook 
emali parts, bat with Ill success, ashe nad no 
skil) as a player, albert he could appreciate and 
educate the talent of this sort that others 
possessed.
